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MAINE LEGISLATURE. 

The thirty-fourth Legislature of Maine convened at Augusta on 
the third day of January, and adjourned on the seventeenth day 
of March, 1855. It passed seventy-nine General Acts, one hun- 
dred and thirty-seven Special Acts, and ninety-two Resolves, the 
titles of all of which are given in full. 

The numbers placed before the titles show the order of their 
approval by the Governor, and indicate, in each case, the chapter 
which the Act makes in the o£5icial code.

By an Act of the Legislature of 1852 an important change was 
made in the Judiciary of this State. The District Courts, which 
took the place of old Courts of Common Pleas, were abolished ; and 
all their jurisdiction transferred to the Supreme Judicial Court, to 
which bench three additional judges were authorized by the above 
Act. The State is now divided into three Judicial Districts, denom- 
inated the Western, Middle, and Eastern Districts ; and for the 
purpose of hearing and determming questions of law and equity, 
the terms are held for these districts, mstead of being held, as here- 
tofore, in the several counties. These terms are held annually in 
Portland for the Western, in Augusta for the Middle, and in Bangor 
for the Eastern District. The other cases are tried, as hetetofore, 
in the several counties where they are commenced.

MAINE. 



HER RESOURCES AND PROSPECTS. 



The most eastern star in our Con- 
federacy is about as large as all New 
England beside ; has more than 200 
miles of sea coast, and was the last of 
the Eastern States to be admitted into 
the Union. There were unsuccessful 
attempts to settle Maine before there 
was a permanent settlement in Massa- 
chusetts. For a long period it was an 
unimportant settlement, and even when 
the first national census was taken, in 
1790, its population was but 96,540, or 
less than four times the population of 
its chief city at the present time. It 
had a population in 1850 of 583,169, 
•r more than any other State in New 
England, save Massachusetts, from 
which it became separated in 1820. 
At this date, it had but a third of the 
700,000 inhabitants in the State at the 
time of the separation, but it has been 
gaining upon Massachusetts since, for 
at the time of the last census it con- 
tained considerably more than twice 
as many inhabitants. And when we 
consider that Maine has nearly five 
times as many square miles as this 
State, more large and navigable rivers 
and water power than all the rest of 
New England, — about as much sea 
coast, — boundless forests, — abundance 
of granite and ice, — greater proximity 
to Europe and the British Possessions 
in North America, — less soil incapable 
of cultivation in proportion to its ex- 
tent than any Atlantic State, — it is 
difficult to see how it can help making 
more rapid strides in the future, so that 
Massachusetts must look out for her 
laurels. Was the prediction of Mr. 
President Van Buren very wild, then, 
who thought a few years ago, after 
travelling through Maine, that it might 
in time become the first commercial 
State in the country } 



When we think of Maine, we re- 
member particularly its forests, — (it is 
called sometimes the Pine Tree State), 
— ^its vast lumber business, — its ship 
building, and its growing commerce* 
A iew statistics will show the relative 
commercial standing of the State. In 
new vessels she ranks first in the Union ; 
in the fisheries, second ; in the general 
aggregate of tonnage, the third ; in 
imports, the eighth; in exports, the 
eleventh. In the number of vessels 
annually built she took the lead in 1820, 
and has maintained her supremacy 
ever since. For that year the tonnage 
of her new vessels was 27,705 ; while 
in 1854 the tonnage was 168,631 tons 
against that of New York, the next 
Itffgest, of 72,073 tons, and Massachu- 
setts, the third, numbering 48,000 tons. 
Her 110,047 tons of shipping, built in 
1852, were valued at $4,400,000. 

In 1790 the whole tonnage of the 
TTnited States, says the Hon. William 
Willis, was but 473,377 tons, less by 
100,000 than the present tonnage of 
Maine. Thus it will be seen, the State 
is now essentially commercial, and any 
one who examines a map of the State, 
and remembers its numerous fine har- 
bors, and that a sixth part of its surface 
is covered with water full of salmon, 
trout, and other fish, will regard it 
prospectively as a vast commercial 
State. 

The lumber interest of Maine is an 
immense one. A paper on life in the 
woods in the northern part of the State 
in the winter, would be exceedingly 
interesting, if properly prepared. Thou- 
sands of lumbermen spend their win- 
ters cutting and hauling timber that is 
taken down the great rivers of the 
State to the various markets. For a 
single recent year the lumber surveyed 
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at Bangor, one of the greatest depots 
for the article in this country or any 
other, amounted to 65,396,352 feet. 
The preceding year it was 14,000,000 
feet more. It consisted of green pine, 
dry pine, spruce, hemlock, hard wood, 
bass, etc. 

In agriculture Maine is no mean 
State. Though the attention of the 
people has been diverted from it by the 
more lucrative lumber trade, yet it has 
not been entirely neglected, as the fol- 
lowing figures will show. In the State 
there were, by the last census, 46,760 
farms, while the whole number of 
dwellings was 95,797 ; that is, about 
half of the dwellings, we may suppose, 
were farm houses. These farms em- 
ployed in their cultivation 77,000 peo- 
ple in the fifteen counties of the State, 
from old York to young Aroostook. 
The entire lands of the State are val- 
ued at $55,000,000, and the farming 
implements at over $2,250,000. In 
live stock Maine is the 19th State, 
valued at $9,700,000 ; in wheat the 
20th, producing 350,000 bushels; in 
Indian com the 28th, 1,750,000 bush- 
els; in oats the 19th, 2,181,000 bush- 
els; in wool the 12th, 1,364,000 pounds ; 
in potatoes the 7th, 4,436,000 bushels ; 
in butter the 10th, 9,243,811 pounds; 
in cheese the 8th, 2,434,454 .pounds ; in 
hay the 5th, 755,839 tons. Thus it will 
be seen, our eastern neighbors excel in 
their hay and potato crops, and in the 
produce of the dairy. The value of 
these articles mentioned above, and 
such as these, is thirty millions of dol- 
lars annually. 



The principal agricultural products 
of Maine may be put down as hay, In- 
dian com, wheat, barley, rye, flax. 
Other products of the soil are pine and 
other timber, lime and marble. 

The manufacturing interest of Maine 
is rapidly increasing, and there is a 
field, a grand field for its being carried 
on to almost any extent. Already 
many boots and shoes are made in the 
State; woollen goods are moderately 
produced, while the amount invested 
in cotton manufactures is $3,329,700, 
against $28,455,630 in Massachusetts. 
The entire capital invested in the man- 
ufacturii^ interest in Maine is placed 
at $14,700,452; and the annual pro- 
duct of manufactured articles is rated 
at $24,644,430. 

Maine has some 500 miles of railroad 
completed, and more miles in prospect, 
and in the eloquent words of Bishop 
Burgess, ** A mysterious wire has taken 
up the intelligence which has been la- 
boriously transmitted from the shores 
of Europe, across the ocean, and in an 
instant has conveyed it from Calais to 
the press of New Y ork." 

The future of this Star in the East, 
we may reasonably hope, will be par- 
ticularly bright. Though it is a cold 
region, too cold for some agricultursd 
crops, the very cold aids the ice har- 
vest, and braces the people for the 
most active exertion.

The requisites for admission to the Freshman Class are testimonials of a good 
moral character,' a thorough acquaintance with English, Latin, and Greek 
Grammar, Caesar's Commentaries or Sallust, Virgil, Cicero's Select Orations, 
Latin Prosody, the making of Ladn, the Gospels of the Greek Testament, 
Jacob's Greek Reader, Ancient and Modem Geography, Yulgar and Decimal 
Fractions, Proportions, the doctrine of Roots and Powers, and Algebra, so far 
as to be able to solve equations of the second degree. It is recommended to 
students in preparation to read attentively some convenient manual of Greek 
and Roman History. Euhner*s Elementary Greek and Latin Grammars, 
including the Exercises, or Champlin's Greek Grammar, and the Latin Gram- 
mar of Andrews and Stoddard are required. 
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Candidates for adymiced standing are examined in the preparatory studies, 
and in the irarioas branches to which the class they propose to enter have 
attended. Those who are admitted from other colleges, must present certi- 
ficates of r^^ular dismission. In all cases testimonials of good moral character 
are reqaireo. 

The stated times for exanunaticm are Monday and Tuesday before Com- 
mencement, and the first and second days of the first term.

THEOIiOOIOAIi SEMINARY.— Bangox. 

The Theological Seminary at Bangor received its charter from the Legis- 
lature of Massachusetts, in the year 1814. It went into operation at Hampden 
in the autumn of 1816. In 1819 the Institution was removed from Hampden 
to Bangor, where it is now permanently established. Its first Professors were 
Rev. Abijah Wines, formerly of Newport, N. H., and Mr. Jehudi Ashmun, 
alterwards the founder and first Governor of the Colony at Liberia. 
. The Seminary was originally founded on the plan of the English Dissenting 
Institutions, combining a classical and theologicsa course of study, which occu- 
pied the term of four years. After a few years this plan was dropped. The 
Classical department was separated from the Theological ; the terms of admis- 
sion to the Seminary proper were raised ; the course of study, and the period 
of it, were made similar to those at Andover and Princeton. 

For many years the Seminary was constantly embarrassed for the want of 
funds j but is now relieved, in good measure, from such embarrassments. It has 
three Professors, and is expected soon to add a fourth. The existing Professor- 
shms are folly endowed ; tne buildings are in a good condition ; and it has a 
Library, of 10,000 volumes. The number of students for the last twenty yean 
has been very uniform, rarely rising above fifty or falling below forty. 

This Seminary, though under the particular charge of Orthodox Congrega* 
tionalists, is equally open to Christians of other iienominations, and students of 
other denominations are alwavs found within its walls. 

No student is charged for instruction, room-rent, or use of library. Almost 
the only expense to the student is that of board, and he is aided very consider- 
ably in the payment of this ; so that board (including washing) does not average 
more than a dollar a week. 

The course of study at this Seminary embraces Sacred Literature, Systematic 
and Pastoral Theology, Church Polity, Sacted Rhetoric and Ecclesiastical His- 
tory ; and is intended to be as full and as thorough as at any Seminary iu the 
United States.

SCHOOLS IN MAINE. 

The present prosperous condition of the Schools of Maine afford ample ground 
of encouragement to her citizens, and to all who take an ^terest in the cause of 
general education. Each year's development of the system and management 
pursued exhibits a marked and gradual improvement. 

From the last Annual Report of the Superintendent of Common Schools we 
learn that the whole number of scholars returned is 238,248 ; the number of 
teachers employed was 6,696 ; of these 2,559 were males, and 4,137 wore 
females. 

The whole amount of money raised was $333,019.76, while that required by 
law was $281,148.00, showing an excess of $51,871.76. This, of itself, is a 
gratifying indication. The amount received from the State the past year wai 
$54,398.96 ; from local funds, $16,990.57 ; and that expended for private schools, 
$23,843.00 ; forming an aggregate of $428,252.29 as the sum defrayed for school 
purposes. The amount raised by law gives to each scholar, on the average, 
$1.36; that received from the State, 30 cents; and from local funds, with the 
sum expended in the support of private schools, 12 cents ; forming an average 
gum to each scholar in the State, of $1.78. 

There has been expended the past year, in the erection of new school-houses, 
the sum ol $62,808.00; the estimated cost of all the school-houses in the State 
is $870,005.00. This fact exhibits how important an object of interest our Public 
Schools are. The sources of income to the Public Schools are the Bank Tax 
and the interest on the Permanent School Fund. 

There can be no greater object of interest to the patriot and philanthropist 
than the training of youthful minds. For as sure as the harvest, by the blessing 
of God, depends upon the care and attention bestowed in the sowing, so does 
the well-being of society and our stability as a nation hang upon the mental and 
moral culture which our youth have received. 

Our Public School System is one in which every citizen of the State has an 
equal interest, for each is alike affected by its growth and improvement. 

In our sphere and according to our ability, 'il we would come at once to the 
standard, our motto should be the noble sentiment of the Prussian Dintner, who, 
with what result is now known world-wide, infused his spirit into the hearts of 
his countrymen. **I promised God that I would look upon every Prussian 
chUd as a bein^ who would complain of me before Htm, if I did not use my 
utmost endeavors to provide for him the best education, as a man and a 
Christian, which it was possible for me to provide." Such being the motto we 
would adopt, the time is not far distant when our Public School System will be 
in a condition unequalled by any in the Union.

This deservedly popular Society was organized in 1843, with a respectable 
Cabinet, which had been increased by continued additions of valuable articles 
till it contained more than six hundred mounted birds; upwards of fbur 
thousand different species of shells, and ten or twelve thousand specimens ; more 
than two thousand varieties of minerals ; a large number of rare fossils ; several 
oases of reptilia^ Crustacea, skeletons, and preparations of animals ; more than 
Qfne hundred species of fishes, and numerous other specimens of interest which 
could not be conveniently arranged in cases. On the 8th of January, 1854, this 
whole Cabinet, together with the Society's choice collection of books, was con- 
sumed by fire. As there was no insurance, the loss of the Society was at least 
twenty-five thousand dollars. We are, however, happy to learn that, through 
the liberality of the citizens of Portland, and other &iends of science abrowil, 
a new Cabinet has been formed, valuable in itself, and a nucleus around which, 
we trust, will speedily gather another still more valuable than that which was 
destroyed, and which will do credit to the Forest City and State.

The steamer has been employed, through the ice-bound season of the river, 
in driving a mill of two saws, and various other machinery. There has been 
constructed a stone dock, extending about 100 feet into the bank of the river, 
by thirty feet wide, upon one side of which the extensive mill is constructed ; 
and the arrangement is such that, during the summer season, the boat comes 
down river, — enters the dock, — delivers her passengers and cargo, — is imme- 
diately belted from the shaft of her paddle-wheels to the mill snafting, — the 
paddles being released from confinement to the shaft, and ceasing to turn with 
the shafl ; and thus, while the cars make their upward and downward trips, 
through the day, the boat remains hard at work driving the mill. On tne 
arrivtu of the last train at night, the boat is released from her belting with the 
mill, — the paddles resume their fixed condition on the shaft, — ^passengers and 
freight being all aboard, she <* walks the water like a thing of life," up river, to 
repeat her good services again on the following day. 

Thus, in summer and in winter, the boat is made no less useful to the indus- 
try of the road, and to the convenience and profit of the owner. If this be 
not a new diing under the sun, history i^ at fault 
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Canton Point, on the roadside of the rirer, is one of the most beautiful spots 
in all New England. The scenic view from the elevated ground near the ter- 
minus of the Branch Road, is beautifully and unsurpassingly Eublime. More 
than 2,600 acres of magnificently rich interval is seen on the opposite side, — 
miles of the winding Androscoggin are seen in broken perspective, amid the 
towering bills of Oxford, until the high peaks of the Wnite Mountain, in the 
outer distance, close in the horizon, encompass the view, forming a panorama of 
natural beauty which the worshipful artist might study, without exhausting, 
almost for a life-time.

The number received from December 1, 1854, to November 80, 1855, inclu- 
sive, was as follows : — Boys in the School December 1, 1854, 113 ; committed 
since, 148 ; whole number in the School daring the year, 261 ; discharged, 27 ; 
remaining, November 30, 1855, 234. 

The whole number committed since the opening. (^ the school is two hundred 
-and sixty-five ; thirty-one of whom have been discharged; leaving two hundred 
and thirty-four still under our care. 

It is with pleasure we are able to report the present jirosperous condition of 
the Institution. Nothing has occurred during the year just closed particularly 
discouraging. Much improvement is seen in most of the bojs, and a great 
majority of them manifest a gratifying desire to aid in the duties of the Insti- 
tution, and a lively interest in its prosperity and usefulness. 

The building is capable of accommodating two hundred and forty boys. 
There are now, therefore, nearly as many as can be well provided for, wiUi the 
present conveniences. 

The result of the farming operations the past year, at the current prices, 
amounted to $3,813. The whole number of articles made in the clothing de^ 
partment was 4,423. 

Besides the mechanical instruction of various kinds which they receive, and 
the knowledge which they obtain of the different trades and employments of 
life, a due regard is ps^id to their religious instruction by preaching eyery morn- 
ing in the Chapel (which is now finished and furnished since the rendering of 
the last annual report) and the establishment of a Sabbath School, which is 
conducted by twenty-two ladies and gentlemen from the various churches in 
Portland, from which it will be seen by the last report that much good has re- 
sulted. 

There is a Library contedning some useful works well adapted to the peculiar 
class of readers which read them. The puUishers of several of the papers also 
furnish their journals to the Institution. 

In a word, the Institution is one which the State of Maine may well feel 
interested and take pride in -— supervising as she does her juvenile offenders by 
taking them under her own immediate care, and by a system of judicious man- 
agement and correction, fitting them to commence their lives anew upon fixed 
principles of right, with the prospect before them of reaping that reward which 
honest industry and perseverance merit

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AN ACT IN RELATION TO THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legislature assembled, 
as follows : 

Section 1. The act additional concerning the Supreme Judicial Court and its juris- 
diction, approved, March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and fifty-five, is hereby repe£ded, 
excepting that part of said act whidi provides for a law term of said court at Augusta, 
on the first Tuesday of January, annually ; and acts and parts of acts repealed by said 
act are hereby revived, except the eleventh and fourteenth sections of the*' act concern- 
ing the Supreme Judicial Court and its jurisdiction, approved April ninth, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-two. 

Section 2. The said Supreme Judicial Court, after a vacancy shall occur therein, shall 
consist of one Chief Justice and six Associate Justices, and no vacancy occurring in said 
court shall be filled so as to make the number greater than is hereby provided. 

Section 3. The concurrence of at least four members of said court shall be necessary 
in determining all questions of law or equity which may come before said court at the 
terms held by a majority of said court. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect from and after its approval by the Governor. 

Approved, April 9, 1856.
